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Trade  Surplus  Drops  -  The  August 
agricultural  surplus  was  $1.1  billion,  13 
percent  lower  than  a  year  ago  due  to 
lower  exports.  The  cumulative  surplus 
for  October  1 992  to  August  1 993  totaled 
$16.9  billion,  1  percent  higher  than  a 
year  earlier  (table  3). 

Exports  Lower  -  August  exports 
declined  $134  million  from  July  to  $2.9 
billion,  and  were  5  percent  below  a  year 
ago  due  to  lower  corn  and  soybean 
shipments.  Poultry  meat  exports  were 
$97  million  in  August,  and  for  fiscal  1 993 
were  1 2  percent  higher  than  fiscal  1 992. 
Beef  exports  totaled  $1 70  million.  Fruit, 
vegetable,  and  tree  nut  exports  were 
nearly  $580  million  in  August,  17  percent 
higher  than  last  year,  as  citrus  fruit, 
onion,  and  potato  shipments  were 
stronger.  Cumulative  October-August 
exports  of  $39.4  billion  were  unchanged 
from  last  year. 

Wheat  exports  dipped  3  percent  from 
July  to  2.7  million  tons  in  August,  but 
were  3  percent  ahead  of  a  year  earlier. 
Exports  to  Egypt  rose  to  378,000  tons,  to 
328,000  tons  to  Japan,  to  1 73,000  tons 
to  Nigeria,  and  to  157,000  tons  to 
Pakistan.  Shipments  declined  to  the 
former  Soviet  Union  (FSU),  Korea,  the 
Philippines,  and  Taiwan.  Exports  for 
October-August  totaled  almost  33.2 
million  tons,  up  4  percent  from  a  year 
earlier. 

Corn  exports  rose  8  percent  over  July  to 
2.5  million  tons,  but  were  27  percent 
lower  than  August  1992.  Exports  to 
Japan  increased  to  1.2  million  tons,  and 
to  Taiwan  at  376,000  tons,  but  were 
down  to  other  major  markets  compared 
with  August  1992.  Shipments  were 
236,000  tons  to  Egypt  and  95,000  tons 
to  the  FSU.  Corn  exports  for  October- 
August  totaled  38.2  million  tons,  4 
percent  more  than  last  year. 

Soybean  exports  dropped  to  670,000 
tons  in  August,  the  lowest  in  3  years,  as 
larger  South  American  supplies  and 
lower  import  demand  slowed  U.S. 
exports.  Japan  was  the  only  major 
market  that  gained  in  August  with 
shipments  of  253,000  tons.  Exports 
were  1 62,000  tons  to  Taiwan,  followed 
by  a  distant  67,000  tons  to  the  EC-12. 


The  imposition  of  Mexico’s  seasonal 
tariff  on  soybean  imports  sharply 
reduced  August  shipments.  October- 
August  soybean  exports  totaled  19.6 
million  tons,  9  percent  above  a  year  ago. 

Grain  sorghum  exports  rose  to  375,000 
tons,  and  were  3  percent  higher  than  a 
year  earlier  due  to  larger  shipments  of 
1 98,000  tons  to  Japan.  Exports  were 
1 34,000  tons  to  Mexico,  and  22,000  tons 
to  Israel.  October-August  exports  were 
6.3  million  tons,  9  percent  less  than  last 
year. 

Cotton  exports  fell  to  62,000  tons,  23 
percent  below  July,  but  only  3  percent 
below  August  1992.  Exports  totaled 
14,000  tons  to  Korea,  12,000  tons  to 
Mexico,  and  8,000  tons  to  Japan. 
October-August  exports  were  1.1  million 
tons,  25  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

Imports  Decline  -  Imports  totaled  $1.9 
billion,  about  4  percent  above  July,  and 
unchanged  from  a  year  earlier,  as 
oilseed  products,  tobacco,  and  beverage 
imports  slowed.  Cattle  shipments  rose 
to  $97  million,  29  percent  higher  than 
August  1992,  and  beef..|hipments  were 
25  percent  higher  at  nearly  $180  million. 
Horticultural  imports  expanded  on  higher 
citrus  fruit,  garlic,  and  potato  shipments. 
Noncompetitive  product  imports  rose  1 
percent  compared  to  August  1 992  on 
higher  banana,  tea  and  spice  shipments, 
but  coffee  and  cocoa  were  lower. 

Imports  for  October-August  totaled  $22.5 
billion,  1  percenttiigher  than  last  year. 
(Joel  Greene,  202-219-0822). 


Leading  Import  Sources  -  In  FY  1993, 
the  United  States  imported  over  $4.3 
billion  worth  of  agricultural  commodities 
from  the  EC  during  October-August, 
making  the  EC  the  largest  source  of 
imports  (table  4).  Canada  and  Mexico 
were  the  leading  individual  sources,  at 
$4  billion  and  $2.6  billion.  Brazil  and 
Australia  followed,  but  imports  declined 
from  FY  1992  as  orange  juice  and  beef 
imports  slowed.  Indonesia  gained  the 
most,  moving  into  the  fifth  position  due 
to  expanded  rubber  and  coconut  oil 
exports.  The  Netherlands,  Colombia, 
New  Zealand,  Italy,  and  France  round 
out  the  top  1 0  countries.
